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REVIEW  OF  BJSINESS  CONDITIONS  -  ALBERTA. 

1967  


Despite  the  uncertainties  engendered  by  rapid  inflation  and  by  the 
apparent  shortages  of  investment  capital,  Canada’s  centennial  year  has  yielded 
xinraixed  prosperity  for  Alberta.  Mineral  production  rose  by  $150  million; 
manufacturing  output  by  nearly  $100  million;  construction  volume  by  over  $50 
million;  public  and  private  capital  investments  by  $96  million;  and  farm  cash 
income  by  around  $20  million  to  over  $700  million.  The  employment  rate  for  the 
calendar  year  was  97*6^. 

On  the  negative  side  the  \xnchecked  inflation  is  causing  increasing 
concern.  Although  efforts  to  curtail  it  are  being  made,  it  is  extremely  unlikely 
that  inflation  has  as  yet  run  its  full  course.  The  pressure  has  not  abated  for 
higher  salary  and  wage  rates,  nor  is  there  likely  to  be  any  abatement  until  all 
earning  groups  have  reached  a  new  plateau  satisfying  all  recipients  that 
wage  increases  have  exceeded  inflationary  movements .  Since  the  wage  earner  is 
largely  concerned  with  matching  actual  take-home  pay  with  buying  "requirements," 
and  especially  with  habitual  buying  requirements,  it  is  extremely  likely  that 
the  increase  in  personal  income  tax  rates  will  only  have  the  effect  of 
compounding  the  pressure  to  raise  labour  costs.  The  high  cost  of  money  is 
also  contributing  to  inflationary  pressure;  the  increased  cost  must  be  covered 
by  higher  prices .  There  is  some  evidence  that  interest  rates  have  been  raised 
as  a  hedge  against  further  inflation,  forcing  a  vicious  spiral.  Caneidian 
prosperity  and  con^etitiveness  in  foreign  markets  over  the  past  five  years 
is  largely  attributable  to  the  currency  revaluation  of  19^2;  insofar  as  the 
Canadian  inflation  has  increased  at  a  rate  faster  than  that  of  major  market 
countries  the  competitive  edge  is  being  rapidly  eroded. 

Co -incident,  but  not  related,  is  some  uncertainty  as  to  the  meditun 
term  outlook  for  Canadian  grain  sales,  both  as  to  volume  and  price.  It  is 


apparent  that  markets  are  in  fliix  both  with  the  European  Common  Market 
countries,  and  with  Britain  now  seeking  to  enter  that  trade  bloc.  The 
larger  obvious  Asian  markets  are  presently  opened  only  when  local  food  stocks 
are  desperately  low:  no  way  has  yet  been  found  of  bringing  them  into  normal 
world  trade  patterns,  the  prerequisite  condition  for  them  to  becoming  constant 
trading  partne'^s . 

Tiie  construction  industry  is  also  undergoing  a  period  of  uncertainty 
not  because  demand  for  services  has  weakened,  but  because  of  unc^^rtainty  as 
to  sources  and  allocation  of  finances  among  lending  institutions.  Ponular 
pressures  and  demands  are  1 ikely  to  force  a  relatively  quick  resolution  of 
the  immediate  problems . 

Public  and  private  i'westment  in  Alberta  is  estimted  at  $P,244.3 
m.illion  for  1968  as  compared  with  $2,039*6  in  1967  and  $1,949.^  in  1966. 

Despite  the  general  ur, certainties ,  Alberta  prospects  for  1968 
remain  favourable.  Markets  for  Alberta  minerals  constantly  increase;  markets 
for  the  Alberta  t.;\nces  of  manufactured  nroducts  are  likely  to  remain  very 
firm;  agricultural  production  (particularly  grains)  is,  of  course,  unpredictabl 
b\it  the  nice  balance  betvreen  livestock  and  grains  makes  for  overall  stability; 
and  there  are  more  likely  to  be  changes  in  emphases  in  the  construction 
industry  than  any  decrease  in  volume.  Only  serious  national  financial  problem.s 
on  immediately  unpredictable  external  market  readjustments  a'^e  likely  to  dim 


the  outlook.

(from  $l46  million  to  $l62  million),  and  in  crude  oil  sales  (from  $52^4-  million  to  $6l3 
million),  are  particularly  noteworthy.

The  value  of  manufacturers  shipments  again  rose  by  close  to  $100  million,  exceeding 
$1.5  billion  for  the  first  time.  Industrial  group  increases  were  fairly  general,  but 
particular  strength  was  shown  by  foods  and  beverages  firms,  by  primary  metal  firms,  and  by 
chemical  product  firms. 

Early  in  December,  173  of  Ihe  larger  manufacturing  firms  of  the  province  were 
surveyed  to  determine  changing  production  patterns)  91  showed  increases  over  1966,  57  showed 
little  change,  and  25  showed  decreases.  The  table  opposite  shows  the  relative  sizes  of  the 
industrial  sub-groups  and  changes  in  volume  since  1961.
